PROCEEDINGS:

1. Meeting was called to order.

2. Members identified above were in attendance.

3. The Board followed the established procedure provided to all parties without objection. The
proponents, opponents, and members of the public spoke regarding the proposed



regulations by the Board of Examiners for the New Orleans-Baton Rouge Steamship Pilots.

After the presentations, Member Marusak made a motion to reject the proposed rules.
Member Quezaire seconded the motion. There was no discussion. The motion to reject
passed with 6 votes and 1 abstention.

Chairman Anderson directed a report be prepared and sent to the Joint Legislative
Commerce Committees before their hearing date.

No Public Comments on issues other than those related to the NOBR BOE regulations.

Motion made by Member Jackson and seconded by Judge Regan to approve the October
Meeting Minutes. Minutes were unanimously approved without changes.

a. Board of River Port Pilot Commissioners — Chairmam Anderson reported for the Board
of River Port Pilot Commissioner. Each Board Member received a report.

Chairperson Anderson reported that no grievances had been received by the
Commissioners/Examiners or the Board of Review.

Election of Board Officers was completed and Capt. Jack Anderson was unanimously elected
Chairperson with Capt. Lee Jackson as Vice-Chairman and Capt. Chris Blache as
Sectreatry/Treasurer.

Update on Board’s Proposed Legislation — See #8 above

reported on expenses. Discussion ensued on the need for a permanent administrator as
opposed to the BRPPC Executive Director and Staff handling board issues.

Chairperson Anderson gave an update on the unappointed board seats with the reminder
that there are still 2 open judge seats and 1 industry seat that was vacated by Robert
Schromm. Member Patterson offered to follow up with other industry groups.
